THOMPSON GEORGE BELL 

Thompson George Bell was born Jan 12-1817 in a log house in Decatur 
Township, Mifflin County, Pennsylvania about 2 miles northeast of Vira. 
His parents were John Henderson Bell (1791-1838), Scotch-Irish and Mary 
Sigler (1792-1857), German. Mary's father had been captured by the In- 
ians in 1782 - a story that has come down through every generation. In 
the family Bible the entry is: 

George Thompson Bell born January 12-1817 

To avoid confusion with another GTB born 1803, his father's cousin, he 
reversed the names and became T G Bell. Thompson is apparently a family 
name. Its origin is unknown. 


When Thompson was born there was a brother, William, age 3, and a sis- 


ter Matilda, age 1. An older brother had died at age 2. Eight more child- 
ren were born into the family, 2 boys and 6 girls. About 1825 a stone 
house was built by Thompson's father. It is still standing. The father, 

a leader in church, school and community affairs died June 8-1838 at 46, 
leaving 10 children. Another boy had died young. The two oldest were 
married - there was one grandchild. William, the oldest son, took over 
the farm. The mother lived until her youngest was 24, 

The family attended the Vira (Little Valley) (United) Presbyterian 
Church. Near the church was a log school, Little Valley Academy, where 
Thompson certainly went to school. In 1834 with the passage of the state 
school law Thompson began to teach school and singing school. He contin- 
ued until his marriage in 1841. His two brothers and several of his sons 
were also school teachers, 

In 1823 Samuel Martin (1775-1842) of Lewistown moved to the farm at 
Vira just east of Crystal Spring Farm - the Martin-Ralph-Clarence Bell 
farm. He built a house called the Red House. In 1835 he built another 
house known as the White House. He was an ardent Methodist and was one 
of the founders of the Vira (United) Methodist Church. His wife, Nancy 
Stark (1779-1859), a native of Maryland, had moved to Lewistown as a 
child. Her father was Zephaniah Stark. | 

In 1823 the Martin family consisted of four boys, ages 16, 13, 3, 4 
and two girls, 7 and 5%. Another son was born in 1824, Three of the boys 
became physicians, two farmers. The 54-year old girl, Priscilla, born 
Oct 11-1817, became the wife of Thompson Bell 4 days before her 24th 
birthday. She and Thompson likely attended school together. He passed her 
farm every time he went to Vira, Derry Township, Mifflin County. 
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AS a young man Thompson rode to Hunterdon County, New Jersey by 
horseback, taking 2 days, to visit his mother's uncle, Henry Bunn. The 
Bunn children were about Thompson's age. The Bells have always been 
clannish, keeping in touch with their relatives. This has persisted to 
the present generation. 

Upon marriage Thompson and Priscilla set up housekeeping in the Red 
House on her father's farm. Nine months and 13 days after their marriage, 
a son, Samuel Martin Bell, was born. When Martin was 35 days old, his 
grandfather Martin died and Thompson and Priscilla moved to the White 
House. After Priscilla’s brother, Frank, married Thompson's sister, 
Sarah, Thompson moved to Dry Valley where Priscilla'’s brother, McGinnis, 
had a farm. This was in 1845. Frank and Sarah lived in the White House. 

In 1848 Thompson moved to the Stone House at the foot of the moun- 
tain, west of Vira. Here he stayed until 1859, when he returned to the 
White House. In 1874 he retired from farming and moved to the Brown 
House, across the road from the Presbyterian Church. He died here in 
1889. The home was not broken up until 1907, after the death of Thomp- 
son’s second wife, The Brown House is still standing. 

There were 3 more sons born to Thompson and Priscilla: John Foster 

1844, James Ellis 1846, Edwin Thompson 1848. Edwin died in 1849, Pris- 
-eilla in 1851. Thompson wrote of her: 


She was a consistent member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
With her religion was a reality. Methodism in those days was de- 
rided and it required much strength of character for a young, 
beautiful girl like her to identify herself with this denomination. 
She was never arbitrary yet she always acted true to her convic- 
tions. She worked hard, but had an insatiable thirst for reading 
and was a delightful companion in conversation. She never asked 
me to join the Methodist church with her and it was only after 
plainly seeing God's hand opening the door of that church to me 
that I joined. After lingering through months of weakness she 
passed away sweetly trusting in Jesus. 


A nephew wrote: 


She was a beautiful woman, good company and instructive in 
conversation. She had a thirst for reading, especially history. 
Her father gave her $10 when as a girl she read aloud to him Rol- 
land's Ancient History. She lived a consistent Christian life, 
watching over the spiritual interests of her boys. 


She dressed plain, as Methodists did. Her scrapbook has been preserved, 
A quilt that she made was in the family for years. She and Thompson went 
to Harrisburg on one occasion to hear Jenny Lind sing. Her three boys 
used their middle names. Foster and Ellis became ministers. Martin 
Stayed on the farm at Vira.

On June 3-1852 Thompson married Mary Elizabeth Anderson, born in 
1829, daughter of Joseph Anderson (d Nov 1828) and Jane McCord (1797- 
1868). Mary had two older sisters. At 10 she went to live in Lewistown 
with her mother's cousin, Rachel Gillespie Martin Gruber. Rachel's 
first husband, Joseph Martin, was an uncle of Priscilla's. Her second 
husband was the Rev. Jacob Gruber, a well-known Methodist preacher, 

S, Martin Bell in 1891 wrote to Mary E. Bell: 


My mind goes back to a bright day in June 1852, when you first 
came to our home, a mother to three thoughtless boys. I am sure 
that very few could have filled the place so well, and those boys 
who remain have reason for thankfulness, 


Thompson and Mary had seven children: Gruber 1853, Cilla 1854, Jen 
1856, Tillie 1858, George 1860, Laura 1866, Will 1868. In 1857 Thompson, 
his brother, John, and his brother-in-law, Frank Martin, went west to 
look around. They all bought land. Frank and family settled near Hammond, 
Illinois. Thompson and John came back to Pennsylvania. Frank and family 
were back in Pennsylvania 1859-61. In 1877 Thompson was in Henry County, 
Indiana trying to sell land. He wrote home from Ogden IN on November 21. 

Thompson was active in school and community circles. He taught school 
at least one year after his marriage, about 1855. He was a justice of 
the peace in 1876. None of his sons served in the Civil War. The high 
price paid for wheat increased their income during that period. The TG 
Bell estate was valued at $17,531.87. At 21 each son got $1000 and a 
horse. At marriage each daughter got $500 and a bed with bedding. Gruber 
farmed until 1893 when he moved to Lewistown. George went into business 
in Wilkes Barre in 1887. Will worked in several places. 

Three of Thompson*s sons were in Illinois for a while. Martin left 
for Illinois in 1864 and was there until 1880, except for visits to Pa 
in 1865-66, 1871 and 1874-75, Ellis attended Northwestern University 
and Garrett Seminary at Evanston IL 1873-78. He entered the university 
as a sophomore. Gruber taught school at Hammond IL for a year in the '70's,

Thompson was brought up in the Presbyterian Church. As a youth he was 
disturbed by the doctrine that events are predestined. After he married 
a Methodist he had his children baptized in the Methodist Church. In 
1847 he was brought before the Vira Presbyterian session for going to 
the Methodist Church, having his children baptized there and leading the 
singing at a Methodist revival. The session wanted him to say he was 
sorry, but he refused. He felt that it was his place to take his wife to 
her own church. So he joined the Methodist Church. Two sons and 2 grandsons 
became Methodist preachers. From then until his death in 1889 he was a 
leader in the Vira Methodist Church: class-leader, steward, leader of 
prayermeeting, Sunday School superintendent, song leader, trustee,exhorter,. 
His son, Martin, wrote of Thompsons 


I never felt that I could do justice to the life and character 
of my father. AS a man and citizen, he was a born leader; a man of 
strong character and very influential in the community; a cautious, 
correct business man, clerking many sales and settling up many 
estates, thus handling much money for others of which he never lost 
a dollar. He started as a poor boy, but before many years he owned 
a farm. AS a leader in church work he was a living epistle known 
and read of all men. Gifted and earnest in exhortation, prayer and 
song, his natural place was at the front, first and always. He lead 
the church music for many years and delighted in teaching children 
to sing. But it is as a kind, Christian father that we remember him 
best and love to think of him. Morning and night his prayer went up 
from the home altar for those present and absent. Firm yet not se- 
vere, kind yet not over-indulgent, he ever set an example that has 
been an inspiration to us all. 


Thompson's nephew, James Martin, wrotes 


He was a born leader of men, for many years counselor and - 
adviser of neighbors and friends, who sought his wise advice in 
perplexing questions. A happy, devout Christian, he was a lover 
of music, a sweet singer and an active leader in the Methodist 
Church. 


A minister wrote: 


He was a natural-born leader in the community, in business 
circles, in the home, in the church. He was a thorough Methodist, 
He was neighborly, liberal, kind, honest and strictly conscientious. 
In 1862 his pastor wrote that “he can sing, talk, pray; is useful 
popular and good.” A constant reader he was liberal, fresh and a 
man of the times. He was an affectionate, interested, self-sacri- 


ficing, hopeful father; a kind, loving, thoughtful, trustful husband. 


Rev. McGarrah made this tribute: 


A good man has gone from us; a useful life is ended, though 
not its usefulness. For, when good men die, they continue with us 
in the lessons they taught while they were yet with us, in the in- 
fluences they started, and in the example they set. 

Brother Bell had many elements of usefulness; these brought 
him into prominence in the church and in the community. His death 
is a stroke which will be felt throughout the circle of his acti- 
vities and acquaintances. His intelligence and good judgment made 
him a wise counsellor; he was often of great advantage to his neigh- 
bors as an advisor, and many of them sought and received his as- 
sistance in this respect. His integrity and reliability in busi- 
ness made him often the custodian of trust funds, and he always 
transacted such business with acceptability to those who sought 
his services. Such a man is a blessing to his community. In all 
his relations with men our Brother was a man of integrity; he was 
transparent and truthful; he had great respect for his word, and 
whatever he said you could rely upon - his promises were made to 
be kept. 3 | 

His home-life was of the happiest character. In his family he 
was kind and indulgent; here he governed by persuasive tenderness, 
Yet he was not weak; he was firm enough to deny unnecessary li- 
berty; and to rear his children to industry and frugality, not- 
withstanding the tendency of the times to idleness and extrava- 
gance. And such was the reasonableness of his discipline, and the 
gentle firmness with which it was enforced, that his children were 
inspired with respect for his opinions and authority. 

To strangers, in his home, Brother Bell was courteas and atten- 
tive. He had the easy manners of one whose generosity was the spon- 
taneous outflow of a benevolent nature. His hospitality was prover-~ 
bial, and it was so quiet as to be neither ostentatious nor demon- 
Strative. In his social intercourse, he was cheerful but never fri- 
volous; the seriousness of manner which was so peculiar to him, 
never forsook him; but it was not so much as to repel you, indeed, 
it attracted you to him and inspired you with confidence in him. I 
never saw him off his guards; he was happily free from irritability. 
He could be positive without evincing temper, or arousing opposi- 
tion; he could express dissent without being rude. The same unruf- 
fled demeanor marked his whole life, and he was always in the same 
mood without much regard to the circumstances around him. 
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But it was Brother Bell's religious character that particularly 
distinguished him. His whole life was one of devotion to God and 
the Church; from youth to old age he was known as a religious man; 
and when his name shall be mentioned in time to come, it will sug- 
gest first of all his religious character. His experience as a 
Christian was of a high order; he had no special regard for mere 
forms; he knew that religion was a vital element, a life in the 
soul; he esteemed therefore very highly the higher forms of reli- 
gious experience. Yet he was modest in his professions; there was 
no. pretentiousness about his profession of religion. Nordid he at- 
tach importance to mere professions of superior piety in others, 
where there was no corresponding life of charity and obedience. 

He did esteem of the utmost importance, the conscientious perfor- 
mance of religious duty, and was careful that his own life should 
illustrate the grace of God within him. He understood the doctrines 
of his own church, and those of most others also, and while he was 
a thorough Methodist, in creed and practice, he had large charity 
for all denominations, and he fellowshipped people of all faiths. 

Brother Bell was an efficient church officer; he served the Church 
well in nearly all the relations open to laymen; he could lead a 
prayermeeting with acceptability and profit; he was a sympathetic and 
intelligent classleader; a wise and liberal steward; he was a cap- 
able and efficient Sunday School superintendent; and in a revival 
he was a necessity to his pastor - he knew how to instruct a peni- 
tent, how to comfort a mourner, and how to rejoice with a believer. 

His gift of song enabled him to enliven every service in which 
he engageds; my earliest recollections of Brother Bell are of his 
campmeeting singing; and today I can almost hear his clear, musi- 
cal voice, as it came to me in the grove long years ago. 

Brother Bell had special regard for the sacredness of the Sabbath. 
I have very pleasant recollections of the quiet restfulness of the 
day in his homes; he eschewed secular reading and worldly conversa- 
tion, and remembered the day to keep it holy. 

He was a constant and faithful student of the Scriptures, and 
had great reverence for their teachings; you could put your hand 
on a Bible in his house at any time, and its well-worn cover tes- 
tified to the frequency of its use, 

He had great respect also for the ministry; he believed his pas- 
tors to be men appointed of God to preach the word and oversee the 
Church, and he was never found in hostility to them; if he could 
not always endorse their administration, he could refrain from cri- 
ticism. And of all the pastors sent him by the Church in his long 
life, he was not alienated from a single one. 

Indeed, the life of Brother Bell was about all that could be de- 
sired. It was an honest, upright life; it was an active, industrious 
life; it was a patient, submissive life; it was a pureand godly 
life. If he had defects (and we all have them) they were so insig- 
nificant as scarcely to be noticeable in the presence of so many and 
such distinguished virtues. He was so unselfish; he lived for his 
family, for the church and the world. He caught the spirit of his 
Lord and Master, and reproduced in his own life, in some good mea- 
sure, the excellence which he illustrated while among men. He will 
be missed in this community; he will not be forgotten. It is not 
possible now to fully estimate the good influences and results of 
his exemplary life; eternity alone will reveal the extent to which 
he was made a blessing to others. He was born in this valley; he 
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lived and died among you; for 73 years he went in and out before 
you; and he has passed away with the confidence and esteem of all. 
It is satisfactory to contemplate such a life, and it increases our 
respect for mankind, and our confidence in the Christian religion. 


Life in the Thompson Bell family was a busy one. Horseback was the 
mode of travel; later came the spring wagon and the buggy. A candle in a 
lantern, a lard lamp and then a kerosene lamp were used. Stoves provided 
heat. Old-fashioned outside bake ovens were used. Mush and apple butter 
were plentiful. Christmas meant an orange and a pair of mittens. A trip 
was made to Lewistown once a week for mail. Spelling bees, literary soe- 
dety, singing schools provided entertainment. The campmeeting each summer 
was a big event. A story is told of a race for a doctor when one of the 
boys was injured while working in the woodland. 

At the death of Rachel Gruber in 1854 the tall walnut desk of Jacob 
Gruber’s became Thompson's. It stood in the Brown House from 1874 to 
1925 when Aunt Nettie gave it to Raymond. It stood at Carlisle from 1925 
to 1976 when Raymond gave it to his son, Edward. 

After the death of Thompson Bell in 1889, Mary, his wife, continued 
to live in tthe Brown House until her death in 1907. Tillie left in 1903; 
Laura stayed with her, except for a visit to California about 1900. Laura 
wrote of her mothers 


With the careful pious training she received she developed into 
a woman who was phySically, mentally, and morally far beyond the 
average. She was untiring in her devotion as wife and mother and 
friend, and was always loyal to her God and to the Church of her 
choice, the Methodist Episcopal. She was a most gracious hostess, 
keeping open house the year round for friends and ministers and in- 
deed for all who came to her door needing friendly shelter. Martha 
Martin once said of her home, Aunt Mary's is "The House by the Side 
of the Road". To us, her children, the memory of our happy home is 
one of our blessed heritages.

1. SAMUEL MARTIN BELL 

Martin was born in 1842 in the Red House near Vira, on the farm of 
his grandfather, Samuel Martin. He kept a diary much of his life, as 
early as 1857. There is still in existence a report of his grades at 
Lewistown Academy 1857-58. He wore a beard for most of his life. 

In 1864 he left Pennsylvania for Illinois, where his uncle, Frank 
Martin, lived. Here he met and married Sallie Nichols who had moved 
to Lovington IL from Maryland's eastern shore in 1862. He taught school 
1867-68 and was married Mar 18-1868. He bought and farmed 80 acres be- 
tween Lovington and Hammond and built his own house. He broke the raw 
prairie and split his own rails. It cost him $1800 for farm, house, 
horses and equipment. Land sold for $11 an acre. 

Here Frank was born in 1869 and Ralph in 1876. Because of poor health, 
caused by malaria, Martin with his family returned in 1880 to his birth- 
place, Vira and farmed one of his father's farms. He retired from farn- 
ing in 1903 and built a house in the center of Vira, close to the Metho- 
dist Church. Here he lived until his death in 1921. Deeply religious 
he was a leader and worker in the church holding a number of offices over 
the years. He taught a men's class for 40 years. 

He was gifted in song and speech and prayer. His son, Frank wrote, 
"I always enjoyed hearing my father speak in public. His musical voice, 
so full of rich cadence, so sympathetic, carried his words straight to 
the heart." 

Sallie was born in 1842 near Seaford DE, moving to Federalsburg MD 
when two. She was a member of Bethel Methodist Church on the DE-MD line. 
In 1865 she was at Springfield IL for Lincoln's funeral. She died at 
Vira in 1925. Young in spirit she longed to see what lay in the future. 
She liked to travel. At 80 she camped out with her son, Frank, and fa- 
mily on a trip from Illinois to Pennsylvania. She was much interested in 
radio. Active in the church her home was a home for many young ministers.

Frank was born near Lovington IL in 1869. He liked to tell of his 
days on the prairie. In 1880 he moved to Vira with his family. He attended 
Lewistown Academy 1887-88 and Dickinson Seminary 1890-91. He taught 
school at or near Vira 1888-90 and 1891-96. For a year 1896-97 he 
worked as a machinist in a bicycle shop at Plymouth PA. He attended 
Dickinson Preparatory School 1897-98 and received the A B degree at 
Dickinson in 1902, graduating Phi Beta Kappa. Then he joined the Central 
Pennsylvania Methodist Conference. His appointments were: 

1900-02 Linglestown; 1902-06 Gatchelville; 1906-11 Weatherly; 1911- 

18 Reedsville; 1918-21 Newport; 1921-24 Bellwood

Travels: In describing the travels of George and Sara, it would be 
easier to list where they have not been, e.g. the South Pole and Moon, 
They made official visits for Blue Cross to Jordan, Jamaica and Puerto 
Rico. In the Tokyo airport they met by chance cousins, Margaret Lloyd 
and Anne Sloan. Again by accident they met John and June Bell in a Jo- 
hannesburg hotel. At last count Sara was aiming toward a 40th Atlantic 
crossing. Other trips have included the Colombian jungle, Iran, Hong 
Kong, Singapore, Bangkok - Turkey, Ireland, Britain, Switzerland, and 
so on. The most interesting account for the Bells is this one - a 
trip in Scotland. This is Sara's descriptions 


"Middlebie?" everyone said. "Middlebie?" and shook their heads. 
Then we asked drivers of tour buses and the third one said, "Midd- 
lebie? Yes, that’s Bell country." Can you imagine our emotion? This 
driver got out a detailed map, which showed Middlebie, and he out- 
lined a route that would take us there from Edinburgh and another 
one that would bring us back - about 180 miles. | 

The next day, with George at the wheel of a rented car, which he 
had to drive on the “wrong” side of the road, we set out. The sunken 
roads between the hedgerows wound and curved amid tiny villages and 
fields where sheep grazed, 

We had with us General John Howard Bell's photograph of Middlebie 
Kirk taken from a plane at an altitude of 800 feet at 500 miles per 
hour. We were taking it to the Rector. In the meantime, we knew what 
to look for and, suddenly, there it was. So plainly unmistakable! 

And so beautiful. 

The "village" consists of a row of small houses facing the Kirk 
and off to its right a group of perhaps a dozen more. We drove to a 
vantage point for photographs and George stopped a passing motorist 
to ask where the Rector lived. The motorist, friendly and helpful, 
as we found everyone, said that he was going that way and if we would 
follow him, he would take us to the door. And soon we were ringing 
the bell at a rectory beside another Kirk. (This dedicated man serves 
four.) Though totally unexpected, we were greeted with great warmth 
and hospitality. General Bell's picture, framed for hanging, was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, as was Raymond Bell's history of our family 
in the United States. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vincent had a pressing engagement and, while insist- 
ing that we return to the church, could not accompany us. So, we took 
pictures of them and found our way back. Mr. Vincent had said, "Ah, 
but you must return. It’s such a bonnie Kirk. There's a deep glen at 
the back with a burn running through it." And he gave us directions 
to an officer's home, where we could pick up the key. We then pro- 
ceeded to the church. It is set in well-cared-for grounds, magnifi- 
cently abloom with the most enormous rhododendrons I have ever seen - 
golden chain trees - and other flowers I could not identify. All of 
this is enclosed by trim hedges. At the back was the glen filled with 
enormous ancient trees - the chestnuts and white hawthorns setting 
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off the oaks. 

We went inside the church by way of the vestry, where General 
Bell*s photo is to be hung. And there on the wall we read the names 
of its pastors from 1615. The first three were named "Bell" - Tho- 
mas, Thomas, John. Records show that a church has been there since 
1518, but nothing much is known of the earlier years. 

Then we went inside the "bonnie Kirk" and fell silent. "Bonnie" 
it is, indeed! I cannot begin to describe the beauty of this holy 
place; in the form of a cross of native stone inside as well as 
out, with shining brass and very plain wooden benches. There were 
memorials to the dead of both World Wars. Boys named "Bell" are 
listed. Later, we wandered through the cemetery. There has been no 
room for years. Another cemetery is used today. Of the 80 stones, 
half are Bells: George, Robert, William, Thomas, John, and so on, 

The ancient stones, five feet or more tall, all faced in one di- 
rection. On the backs of the stones were the carved symbols of the 
Bell coat-of-arms - the fleur-de-lis and the three bells. It was 
one of THE days in our lives. (June 11-1977)
